OTTAWA, Sept. 18—The Trades 
and Labor Congress of Canada 


P. M. “Paddy” Draper its presi- 
dent for the third successive 
term and heard him predict 


speedy settlement of difficulties

GOODWILL PLEA | 

The veteran Draper made a@ plea 
for goodwill and brotherly love in 
the Labor movement to avoid any | 
breach that might result from dif-| 
ferences between the major inter- 
national labor organizations head- 
ed by William Green and John L. 
Lewis 

“IT am not unmindful of the 
fact that we are facing a year | 
that is going to be the most mo- | 
mentous one in the history, not 
only of this Trades and Labor 
Congress of Canada, but of the | 
trades union movement of the 
North American continent as ex- 
pressed by the American Federa- 
tion of Labor,” he said. 

Draper said he believed “Both 
in Canada and the United S.ates we 
shall be able to organize al] the 
men and women who work for 
wages within the constitution of 
the American Federation of Labor 
and this Trades and Labor Congress 
of Canada.” 

He turned to R. A. Henning, fra- 
ternal delegate from the A. F. of L, 
and added: 

“I want you to convey to Presi 
dent Green this congress stands 
four-square for the policies enun- 
ciated by the American Iedera- 
tion of Labor and shal! continue 
to do so as it has done for 53 years 
of its existence.”

TAKES FORESIGHT 


“The people of America are 
rightly determined to keep that 
growing menace from our shores 


“But it takes even more fore- 
sight, intelligence and patience 
to meet the subtle attack which 
spreading dictatorship makes 
upon the morale of a democracy. 
“In our generation, a new idea 
has come to dominate thought 
about government—the idea that 
the resources of the nation can be 
made to produce a far higher stand- 
ard of living for the masses if 
only government is intelligent and 


energetic in giving the right direct- | 


ion to economic life.” 
Only by raising the living 
standards of the masses, he said, 


“can we ensure against internal 
doubt as to the worthiness of our 
democracy and dissipate the il- 
lusion that the mecessary price 
of effficiency is dictatorship with 
its attendant spirit of aggression.” 
He added: 

is why I have been saying 
hs that there is a crisis in 
American affairs which demands 
action now—a_ crisis particuiarly 
dangerous because its external dif- 
ficulties reinforce each other.” 


LAWYER'S CONTRACT 


While the framers of the constitu- 
tion produced a “layman's docu- 
ment,” for 150 years “we have had 


an unending struggle between those 


who would preserve this original 
broad concept of the constitution 
as a layman's instrument of gov- 
ernment and those who would 


shrivel the constitution into a law- 
yer’s contract.” 

Throughout the history of 
country each effort at social reform 
had been called unconstitutional by 
its enemies, he said 

“For 20 years, the odd man on 
the Supreme Court refused to ad- 
mit that state minimum wage 
laws for women were constitu- 
tional. A few months ago, after 
my message to congress on the re- 
juvenation of the judiciary, the 
odd map admitted that the court 
had been wrong—for all those 20 
years—and overruled himself.” 

He said the rank and file could 
take comfort in the fact that every 
effort to make a “lawyer's contract” 
of the constitution had “ultimately” 
failed 
NO JUSTIFICATION 

“You will find no justification in 
any of the language of the con- 
stitution for delay in the reforms 
which the mass of the American 
people now demand.”

The Commission is instructed to enquire into 
the allocation of revenue sources and govern- 
mental burdens to the federal and provincial 
authorities; 

To investigate the character and amount of 
taxation collected from the people of Canada, in 
the light of constitutional limitations and finan- 
cia] and economic conditions; 

To examine public expenditures and public 
debts in order to determine whether the present 
division of the burden of government is equit- 
able; 

To investigate Dominion subsidies and grants 
to the provinces. 

These are specific subjects, and while a com- 
mission may and sometimes does wander be- 
yond the lines laid down in the text of its sub- 
mission, there is not much likelihood that the 
present body will do so. The urgency of the 
financial position of some of the provinces and 
the continuing drain incidental to unemployment 
is a compelling reason why the commissioners 
should stick closely to the matters definitely 
assigned to them. That they will find either 
time or inclination to canvass the question of a 
general revision of the constitution, there is 
little or no probability. 

The last item in the list of subjects submitted 
is the one bearing directly on the immediate 
financial necessities of the provinces, and is 
therefore likely to get close and perhaps major 
attention. How to enable the provinces to make 
ends meet, pending a revision of the constitution 
by a process of negotiations bound to be pro- 
acted, is the subject of present moment. It will 
not be strange if the Commission hears more 
appeals for larger subsidies than demands for 
broader provincial powers of either taxation or 
control.

‘WHAT ABOUT IT? 

It was a week ago today that Sir Hughe 
Knatchbull-Hugessen, British ambassador to 
China, was shot down by Japanese airmen in 
Shanghai. 

After the shooting, the British government 
despatched a note to Japan asking for formal 
apologies and for an undertaking that such in- 
solent carelessness (to put the kindliest inter- 
pretation upon it) should not occur again. 

The reply from Japan is most unsatisfactory. 

The British protest was a note that incorpor- 
ated the traditional politeness of the British with 
a good deal of the British tolerance and forbear- 
ance. It has been pretty plainly said in a good 
many quarters that had anyone but a government 
with pacifist leanings written that note it would 
have been couched in terms markedly stronger. 

Be that as it may, we are proud that our Em- 
pire is powerful enough to be notably compas- 
sionate in the threats it makes against those who 
try its patience. 

But surely there is a limit to the forbearance 
of even an Empire whose patience attests its 
civilized status. 

There is surely a point beyond which upstart 
affronts cannot go. 

Japanese casuistry in answering this kindly 
note piles insult upon injury. 

Heaven forbid that either Britain or any 
British institution should say one word that might 
add horror to the martial holocaust in Asia. 

But the apparently studied indifference of 
Japan in regard to the attacks on British institu- 
tions goes beyond the point that can be excused 
by any plea of naivette or even barbarity. 

The time for politeness is wearing very thin. 
It is drawing perilously close to the occasion for a 
blunt demand for satisfaction or a recourse to 
those extremities which no one would deplore 
more than the British Empire which would be 
‘forced to employ them.—Vancouver Sun. 


IS DEMOCRACY GROWING SOFT? 

The Nazi Party Congress at Nuremberg 
raises questions which the World will have to 
face sooner or later. We hear Joseph Goebbels, 
propaganda minister, rise to denounce democ- 
racy by name and to call on Fascism every- 
where to fight it. That fight is part of the Nazi 
Party program 

Of the three leading schools of political 
thought in the world today, democracy, Com- 
munism and Fascism, Fascism is the youngest, 
the rawest, the most vociferous. Believers in 
democracy hate Communism and Fascism; 
Communists hate democracy and Fascism; Fas- 
cists hate democracy and Communism. Each 
ism opposes the other two—but Fascism, with 
the raw energy of newness, is the most articu- 
late and the most aggressive. 

Of the three schools, democracy is the oldest. 
It is also the least aggressive, the most supine. 
We hear condemnations of Fascism and Com- 
munism in democratic countries, but we don’t 
hear of any organized campaign to further 
democracy, to spread democracy, to organize the 
world in the forms of democracy. Next oldest is 
Communism, which, in a middle-aged way, still 
talks of world revolution. But in Russia it seems 
content to stay at home, while the Communists 
themselves are split on the question of revolu- 
tionary activity abroad. 

Possibly the older a school of political thought 
grows the more contented it becomes; the layers 
of fat deposited by age, comfort and success take 
their toll in lack of energy. It is always the raw 
young school that beats the more rotund older 
ones; always the thin and hungry barbarians 
who defeat the fat Roman burghers. History is a 
story of the wreckage of civilizations by the un- 
civilized; victories over higher forms by lower 
forms. Is the world again facing the ride of the 
barbarians? The echoes of hoofbeats are heard 
in the Goebbels speech. Believers in democracy 
are not alarmed, just as the sedate, peaceful, 
herbiverous mastodons were not alarmed when 
the meat-eating tiger first made his appearance; 
the mastodons are gone—the tigers are still with 
us. 

Recent European events -give small comfort 
to believers in democracy. Fascism snarls at 
every obstacle and at every slight; it fights; it 
takes what it wants; its method is audacity and 
shamelessness. But we see the two great Euro- 
pean democracies, Britain and France, accept 
slight slight from the Fascist countries; 
watch them rape Spain; see them take over the 
seas; observe them destroy treaties, and we see 
these democracies sit back and smile contentedly. 

Fascist energy is the energy of freebooters 
and racketeers scenting juicy stores of loot in 
distance. The barbarians plan their 
way; civilization sits on its cushion and waits. 
If Goebbels’ speech does not stir British and 
French opinion, does not result in a hardening 
of British and French policy, then American be- 
lievers in democracy have something to fear. 
The wolf does not often give so much warning 
as this—New York Post

HEN Maclean's magazine came in last week I read Beverley Baxter's 
London Letter before I opened my correspondence, for, like the
